And Now A Nematode Resistant 
Peach Root Stock 


Bountiful Ridge Nurseries Again Leads In Offering Improved Stock To Its Customers. 


Root nematode has taken a heavy toll of peach trees in the orchards of the central and southern 
districts for many years, in many cases killing the trees and in others reducing the yields thru loss of 
vigor to such extent the orchard had to be abandoned or removed. This trouble is particularly pre- 
valent in the sandy and sand loam soils of the warmer climates. The U. 8S. D. A. and various State 
departments began searching for a nematode resistant stock many years ago and we believe the first 
resistant stocks were brought into this country from the Yunnan Province of China and introduced for 
testing purposes during the Fall of 1922. Since then it has been a process of elimination to find the 
most resistant of the many seedlings brought into the country and much credit must go to the personnel 
of the U. S. D. A. Stations in Georgia and California for continuing these eliminations in the interest of 
the fruit growers. One type named Shalil probably first received considerable publicity, this being 
followed closely with releases of a type called Yunnan. 


Both of these types proved almost 100% resistant to Root Nematode. However it was not only a 
question of this stock being resistant to Nematode but adapting itself in general to growing conditions 
here in the United States. Our own experiments with Shalil began in 1934 and this type was quickly 
eliminated for our section because Shalil would not go into dormancy, by natural means, sufficiently 
early, resulting in the stock being frozen dead during the following winter. Our idea of course was to 
plant our own orchard of these for seed production for peach stocks. Further checks seemed to estab- 
lish that while Shalil grew well and was very resistant to Nematode it did not produce consistent crops 
for seed purposes in other sections of the South. Later we began testing Yunnan and we are glad to 
say the original top worked trees of this type have never shown any winter injury but they have not provy- 
ed very productive for this section and it seems we will have to depend on our seeds of these resistant 
types being grown further South. We do know that Yunnan is very productive in sections of Georgia 
and we are now getting our seeds of Yunnan from a fruiting orchard a few miles from the U.S. D. A. 
Station of Fort Valley, Ga., and are using nothing but FIRST GENHRATION SEEDS FOR PLANTING

These Yunnan seed cannot be grown like most of our seedling peach seed are produced. It is nec- 
essary to maintain a regular orchard of the trees which must be cultivated, sprayed and cared for just 
like any other commercial orchard and the fruits at present have no other value except the seeds for 
planting purposes. Present types are clingstone and the pulp must be cut from the seed by hand, the 
seeds cleaned and properly cured which all makes expensive seed for planting purposes. Germination

Skin is 
smooth, almost fuzzless, resembling J. H. Hale in color, 
skin and flesh. Flesh is very firm. Tree is vigorous with 
heavy bud set and bears young. Fruits medium sized 
and well filled when ready to pick, suture being rather 
prominent until peach approaches picking period. Grow- 
ers may be inclined to pick too early because of good 


color and should watch this and when tree set too 
heavy, thinning should be practiced to increase size 
of the fruits. Trees are proving satisfactory in test 


plantings over a wide area. 

1942 OBSERVATIONS OF THE REDHAVEN IN OUR 
TEST ORCHARDS NEAR PRINCESS ANNE SHOW 
THAT THE REDHAVEN will stand low temperatures. 
Early January temperatures of 13 degrees below zero 
almost wiped out some varieties, while REDHAVEN 
set a full crop. The older tree set very heavy and re- 
quired thinning. It was again very dry in this section 
during the growing and ripening season and this- tree 
with a full crop did not size its fruits satisfactorily. 
however, the fruits were attractive, firm and of good 
quality. The younger tree bearing its first fruits na- 
turally did not set such a heavy crop and was more vig- 
orous and the fruits on this tree sized up well being 244” 
and were beautiful specimens. It seems to be de- 
finitely a few days later than Fisher and the flesh is 
flecked considerably with red, however, is more firm 
and gives indication of being a good commercial peach 
to ripen before Golden Jubilee. We recommend applying 
fertilizer in early November or very early Spring on 
these early ripening types to help the early development 
of the fruits, also thinning should be practiced on Red- 
haven and Fisher when a heavy crop is set.

HISTORY OF THE FISHER PEACH: 

The FISHER peach was discovered as a bud sport of 
the VALIANT in August 1934, near Queenston, Ontario, 
Canada. Mr. Fisher found these large, well formed 
peaches growing on a single limb of a Valiant tree in 
his orchard, being attracted to the peach from the fact 
that it was ripening fully 3 weeks before the Valiant 
peaches on the rest of the tree. Realizing the commerc- 
ial possibilities of a peach of this type and season, Mr. 
Fisher’s next concern was whether the fruit would carry 
through to succeeding generations. To test it 
quickly as possible he top worked a two year old 
iant tree with 12 buds from the Sport limb the 
week in September, 1934. The Parent limb again 
a heavy crop in 1935 and the peaches developed as J 
did in 1934. The Parent limb repeated with a fine crop 
in 1936 and the top worked tree set a crop which re- 
quired thinning, the remaining peaches on the top 
worked tree developed exactly as those on the Parent 
limb.

our test orchard a real test and we are glad to report 
the Fisher CAME THROUGH WITH A FINE CROP 
WHICH REQUIRED THINNING, while some of the 
more tender varieties were frozen out. Fruits developed 
well with definite lack of moisture during growing 
season and we harvested some handsome fruits. Qual- 
ity was above average, however the skin and flesh 
texture of the Fisher peach are such that we don’t be- 
lieve it should be planted heavily for shipment to mar- 
kets 800 or more miles distant. Again we recommend 
a well balanced fertilization program on this variety. 
It is inclined to stick to the pit under certain growing 
conditions and again our recommendation is that it be 
planted at 60 ft. or more elevation and in light gravel 
or shale soils for best success.

Production, Distribution and Marketing 
Vital Factors Affecting the Future of The Peach Industry 


It has been said that no business can escape change and probably the fruit industry has shown 
more drastic change during the past two decades than any other like period in the industry. 

Not so many years ago California and Georgia were the two great peach centres of the nation and 
produced more than 60% of all peaches grown. In recent years peach production spread out and there is 
no less than 17 states which can be classified as major production areas. Peach growing is today 
FOURTH IN FRUIT PRODUCTION in the nation and not withstanding the heavy competition from 
other fruits, berries and vegetables, peaches continues to make money for the grower. However, to do 
so, the peach grower must be a man of vision and wide experience able to recognize the vital factors so 
necessary for success. 

Production problems lie closer to the daily activities of the fruit grower than any other phase of 
operation and they are never all solved. They include choice of varieties, soil adaptations and manage- 
ment, climatic effects, both favorable and unfavorable, insect pests and diseases, plus harvesting prob- 
lems. Control of production is of great moment to the succes of fruit growing, especially in orchard fru 
its. Neglect of an orchard for even one year brings serious consequences and while it is said that peach 
growing is quickly entered from a production stand-point, yet the venture is expensive at all times. 

The peach grower must turn production over speedily to keep ahead of investment charges, due to 
the very short production life of the tree. Orchard planting should be setup on a definite schedule of 
planting to keep production at a constant figure unless there be periods of large crops which the mark- 
ets cannot consume, thereby creating a loss for the grower. It will be well therefore for every planter 
to study every phase of production in order that he may continue to make a living regardless of 
market conditions and low prices. 


DISTRIBUTION AND MARKETING 

Distribution plays an ever important role in the success for all peach growers and must be con- 
sidered well because such factors as, Meeting competition with other food products, competition with 
nearby or distant sections growing peaches, quantity and quality, grading and packaging to suit mark- 
et conditions, merchandising in all of its phases of sales promotion, transportation and handling costs. 

These factors of distribution must be met and Solved if profits are to be made, because no matter 
how well you may grow the peach, it must be sold at prices which allow a profit( if the grower intends 
to remain in the business of peach growing. 


THE GREATEST FACTOR IN MARKETING IS COMPETITION 
Possibly no fresh fruit in our markets today has as many competitors for the consumer dollar as 
the fresh peach. In most sections it ripens at such time as may be found a long list of fresh vegetables, 
berries, melons and other small fruits. Not alone is it confronted with all these, but at the same time 
it must compete against carryover from other peach crops in the form of canned, frozen and dried fruits. 
Thus we see that the introduction of fresh peaches into the markets must be attended by all possible pu 
blicity to overcome the competition found in the other items. 


THE FACTOR OF CONSUMER DEMAND 

With the ever rising production figures in tonnage it becomes more necessary for methods to be 
found to divert a greater amount of fruit into other outlets. 

It is pleasing to note that science and research are fast developing methods whereby surplus may be 
taken care of thru the medium of jams, jellies, juices, canned and frozen fruit and many other dietary 
items. As science progresses, it is entirely possible in the near future ways will be developed to con- 
sume costly surpluses which in the past have been a total loss. 


WHAT ABOUT FUTURE PLANTINGS 


Without quoting Government Statistics, it would seem that as long as our normal production is held 
at about the same figure we are producing today that there is not much danger of a saturation point. 
However the peach grower should heed the caution signal by watching market trends, production reports 
from competitive areas and note carefully his nearby markets. For future production to meet market 
demands the grower should give more thought to variety selection on the basis of bud hardiness, season 
of ripening, appearance and quality of fruit, resistance to diseases and ability to carry well to distant 
markets. Prepare to cash in on the great undeveleped markets of our highways and small communities. 
Give due thought to canning and by-product factories as an outlet for all or part of production and 
develop them cooperatively, if necessary. Give due attention to picking and packing methods, study the 
package from the consumer standpoint, sell the consumer only what you would be willing to eat your- 
self, 

Growing peaches today, however large or small, is a business and must be run on a business basis. 
if it is to be successful. If all the factors concerned are worked out to the satisfaction of grower. 
marketer and consumer, there is every reason to be sure that the peach industry has a future and will 
continue to be recognized as one of the substantial branches of Agriculture. 
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Some Observations on Winter Injury 


Winter injury continues to take heavy toll of bearing and non-bearing fruit trees, in many sections 
of the country and the average fruit grower is prone to charge off the loss to weather, without analys- 
ing any of the factors which may have been responsible for the trees being tender to cold, in a degree, 
to cause such injury: 


Observations covering the past three years in Georgia, North Carolina, Virginia, Maryland, Pennsyl- 
vania and New York States shows conclusively that much winter kill has been due to incomplete 
dormancy. 


In the State of Georgia, thousands upon thousands of peach trees were lost this past season due to 
incomplete dormancy, when snap freezes started in early December, 1945. The very peculiar weather 
conditions during growing season of 1945, plus a heavy crop, plus heavy arsenical injury combined to 
cause general defoliation early in the season. All this was followed by abnormal moisture conditions, 
which in turn caused the tree to start another flow of sap with the results, that trees were in bloom in 
November in many orchards. Under such conditions the winter injury was inevitable and the distress 
will continue, in many orchards as a result for the next several years, with trees continuing to die. 


Another source of great damage to crops and trees has been the late spring freezes experienced in 
April 1944 and 1945. Virginia, Maryland and New York were very hard hit by this type of injury. 


In many sour cherry orchards the loss of foliage, terminal growth and fruit spur was such, that 
future fruit crops are in doubt for several years to come, in others, the damage has been so severe 
that the trees failed to recover and are commencing to die in great number. 


The question now arises, can winter injury be prevented or rendered less fatal. In our opinion 
there are several basic factors which have a tremendous influence on tree behavior under low temper- 
atures, and may be enumerated as follows; fertilizing, spraying, cultivating and pruning. All of them 
are correlated and must be carried on in such manner that the tree will grow in a satisfactory manner 
and come into dormancy at the proper time. 


Fertilizing is of paramount importance and we feel must be applied in balanced proportions at the 
proper time and using fertilizers of proper analysis as the orchard may require. In the past it has 
been customary in many sections to feed the trees only in spring at or near bud swell. In late years, 
however, many growers are using fall application with beneficial results to tree and crop, making the 
application after tree has gone dormant or using at such time as the winter cover crop is put in, but 
in all cases sufficiently late so as not to throw your trees into a secondary or late growth. 


In the opinion of many growers this method of application is ideal, giving the trees an opportunity 
to pick up food value throughout the winter and early spring when sap comes to the roots. 


Cultivation rates equal in importance and should start early in the spring and stop at such time to 
insure proper dormancy. Usually July 15th in northern sections and August 15th for more southern 
conditions give the proper allowance of time. 


Spraying is another controlling factor which wields a tremendous influence on early or late dorman- 
cy. Spray material of a certain chemical structure will hold foliage on the tree very late and other 
formula will defoliate and produce very early dormancy. Therefore it is well to use proper formula 
and time spray schedules with a thought for future behavior of tree foliage. 


Pruning also has great bearing on seasonal tree behavior and should be practiced in such manner 
that the tree is not over stimulated, to the point, where it will continue to grow vigorously beyond the 
time of safety. 


Lastly moisture conditions is the balance wheel of successful operation. Where extreme dry con- 
ditions of early or midsummer are followed by too much moisture in late season, such as experienced 
in 1944 and 45, the results will always be a restimulation of the sap flow and a late dormancy can be 
expected. 


This late dormancy will in most cases carry over into the hard freezing temperatures with disastrous 
results, particularly in non-bearing trees and those under six years of age, brought about in most part, 
where culture programs are carried on to force maximum growth. In young orchards the fruit grower 
should be particular, to slow down growth early enough to have trees fully dormant before cold weather 
strikes. Many young orchards fail to produce normal crops or the trees die early from unexplained 
causes, when in reality the hidden winter injury of the first or second year after planting is responsible. 


To sum up some of the factors for prevention of winter injury the following should be considered : 


1. Physical condition of orchard trees should be checked at blossom time, mid-season and after 
harvest for foliage, bud set and terminal growth. 


2. Application of fertilizer in correct amounts and analysis at proper time. 
3. Cultivation of orchard to be timed with regard to effect desired. 
4. Keep a careful survey for spray injury to foliage. 


5. Pruning should be carried out at all times to — (1) Ventilate the tree, (2) To induce setting 
fruit spurs, (3) To promote early normal growth in order that the trees may be ready for early 
dormancy. 


By following these few simple rules it is possible to have fruit trees go into winter temperatures 
in good physical condition to withstand average low winter cold without damage to tree or crop. 
It is well to note that relative hardiness of a given variety has not entered into consideration, be- 
lieving that the hardiness of most varieties spring from parentage and other characteristics of environ- 
ment as we have discussed and which can largely be controlled by the: grower in his cultural practices.

STRAWBERRY CULTURE 


1, Location, Soil and Preparation. Adequate soil 
moisture is essential to growing good strawberries; 
Whether the type soil selected holds moisture well. 


Also take care that the contour of the land is such that 
frost pockets will not form late in the spring to freeze 
out the blossoms. Sites which are not affected by late 
frosts are considered the best for strawberry culture. 
Plow and prepare the soil the same as for truck crops. 
Never plant in newly plowed sod land, however, as 
white grub worms are always present in this type of 
soil and will do a lot of damage to the plants after be- 
ing set. The soil should be high in humus for best re- 
sults. Rye and crimson clover make splendid crops to 
turn under as a natural humus soil builder. However 
in using these, the land should be plowed far enough 
ahead so that cover crop has time enough to decay 
before the plants are set. 


2. Time To Plant. In the southern states from No- 
vember to April is considered the best time for plant- 
ing, March and April in the central states, and for the 
northern states, April and May the best time. We ecan- 
not too strongly urge early planting. Set the plants 
just as soon as the ground is workable in the spring. 
Should a cold snap follow, it will not damage the 
plants if they are properly set, and by setting early, 
the plants will grow better and be more productive in 
every way. 4 


3. Distance To Plant. We recommend that straw- 
berry plants be planted in rows 3%-4 feet apart, spac- 
ing the plants 15-30 inches apart in the row, depending 
on the variety. Everbearing varieties should be planted 
12-16 inches apart. For planting in rows 3% feet 
apart and 18 inches apart in the rows, it requires 8,000 
plants per acre and in rows 4 feet apart and 18 inches 
apart in the row it requires 7,250 plants per acre. 


4. Care of Plants on Arrival. 


é Set plants immediately 
on arrival, if possible. 


However, if it is not conven- 


ient to do so, the plants should be removed from the 
package and dipped in water to allow roots to plump 
up before setting. If the plants become dried out in 
transit, they should be placed in water up to the crowns 
for at least 3 hours. When this is done the plants 
should be set as soon as possible after being taken from 
the water, but in no ease should the tops of the plants 
be wet when being set if the sun is shining, because 
very often the tops will scald and damage the plants 
materially. If you are not able to plant immediately 
after the plants are watered, place the plants where 
they will be kept cool and cover the roots with moss; 
or dig a V-shaped trench, open the bundles, distribute 
the plants evenly in the trench, and cover them even 
with the surface of the ground and firm the soil. In 
this manner they can be held until such time as you 
are able to plant. 

5. Stock to Plant. Our plants are strongly rooted 
with the finest type of fibrous roots that can be grown.

CARE OF STOCK ON ARRIVAL 


_The bundles should be opened immediately, the roots 
dipped in water, then heeled in moist ground, so that 
the mellow earth will come in contact with the roots 
and thoroughly protect them from the air, having the 
earth tramped solid around them. 


GENERAL PLANTING 


The ground should be carefully prepared by deep 
plowing and firming down with a dise and harrow. 

The holes for planting must be large enough to re- 
ceive the roots freely, without cramping or bending 
them from their natural position. All broken or muti- 
lated portions of the roots must be cut off so as to 
leave the ends smooth and sound. All trees should be 
planted two or three inches deeper than they stood in 
the nursery row; pack the soil very firmly about the 
roots by tramping with the feet, being careful not to 
bark or break the roots. Leave three inches of the 
surface soil loose to serve as a mulch. If the ground 
is very dry apply one or two pails of water before this 
soil muleh is in place, and after the water has soaked 
away it can then be placed over the moist soil. Never 
put manure so as to come in contact with the roots or 
body of any plant or tree.
